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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The newly added limitations "inbound" "outbound" in claims 1, 15 and 23 raise new issues which require 
further consideration and/or search. In responding to Remark, Examiner respectfully disagrees with Applicant's Argument. 

1. Applicant's argument that Shinohara teaches a system in which one or more input buffer module sections cease to transmit cells to 
output line if a back presure signal has been originated (in page 9). Moreover, Shinohara also teaches "input buffer module section is 
observed for each logical channel, and discard a packet when a buffer occupancy of the logical channel of the packet in the ouput line 
corresponding queue exceeds a predetermined threshold value upon arrival of the leading cells of the packet to the output line 
corresponding queue" in col. 3, lines 37-44 and claim 6. Therefore, Shinohara is not only taught the input buffer ceasing the transmit 
cells, but it also teaches to discard the packet when the buffers exceeds the threshold. 

2. Applicant's argument that Shinohara neither teaches nor suggests a communication to drop packet. Examiner respectfully disagrees 
with Applicant such as above argument. 

3. Applicant's argument that Yin's system teaches packes drop occurs in response to feedback received from the network, not in 
response to feedback received from an output traffic manager. Examiner respectfully disagree. It is inherently to understand that Yin's 
system also has the monitor or manager to detect a congestion or a fullness of queue (in the abstract), therefore Yin teaches the purpose 
of feedback is the same as claim invention. 

4. Applicant's argument that Shinohara would not be expected to suggest the claims invention, given that the reference does not suggest 
a need to drop packet in an ingress receiver in response to a communication from an output traffic manager. Examiner respectfully 
disagrees with Applicant such as above argument (1 ). 
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
